NEW YOKK, March 8.—The alleged 


deficiencies in the accounts of the 
American Church Missionary society, 
and which have resulted so far in the 
secretary of that body, Eev. W. A. 
Newbold, severing his connection with 
it, promises to be brimful of scandal. 
The deficit amounts to some $19,000, 
and the chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, George C White, read a state- 
ment yesterday afternoon in the mat- 
ter. 
When he concluded it he declined 


to say \vhether or not proceedings 
would be instituted against the al- 
leged offender 


Mr White said: "I am compara- 


tively a new member of the executive 
board, and in January last at the 
meeting of the board I was put in as 
chairman of the finance committee. 
Immediately upon looking into my du- 
ties I found the books called for a 
large cash balance in the hands of a 
trust company 
I was informed by 


the treasurer of the society, H. A. 
Oakley, that there was an error in the 
accounts, as he had no such money in 
hand 
I v, as aftervv ard informed that 


the general secretary knew that mere 
was a discrepancy in the accounts 
some 
months pnor, but 
did not 


inform the board at the January meet- 
ing 
The treasurer was at once called 


on by me to produce his books of ac- 
counts and to show where the differ- 
ence existed. Also, in looking over 
the books, I discovered some matters 
that seemed to be irregular.^and I im- 
mediately put an expert o» the books. 
I brought him to the office and intro- 
duced him to Mr. Newbold. who was 
the general secretary, and directed 
him to produce all books, vouch- 
ers 
and 
papers 
he might ask 


for 
There appeared to be several 


items in regard to Mr Newbold's 
accounts that required 
inspection 


At the end of a few days Mr. New- 
bold, finding the tempeiature of the 
office getting too hot for him, sent 
his keys to the finance committee and 
announced that he had severed his 
connection with the society 
The re- 


sult of the expert's 
investigation 


showed that Mr. Newbold bad over- 
drawn from the society the sum of 
abont ?1^,000 over and above the 
amount due him for salary, and fur- 
thermore, that moneys received from 
interests and other sources to the 
amount of about $7,000 he has failed 
to credit on the books, and the check 
for the same was not deposited in the 
society's bank account 


"Mr Newbold has confessed to four 


different members of the society these 
defalcations, and we also have a let- 
ter written by him confessing his 
crime and pleading, on the score of 
past service, for leniency, and claim- 
ing that he was obliged to take this 
money to support a large and expen- 
sive family. Mr. Newbold lives in a 
fine place at Mont Clair, N. J., which 
he states to the press he estimates to 
be worth 825,000, and also keeps hoises, 
a cow and carriages 
Mr. Newbold's 


statement that he was allowed $1,000 
for traveling expenses is incorrect, 
as all the traveling expenses were a 
proper charge against the expense ac 
count 
The house is mortgaged for 


aboi o "511,000, and he has expressed his 
will igness to deed whatever value 
there is in it to the society. He has 
been secietary for twenty-six years, 
and has always been most implicitly 
trusted by the officers and members of 
the board. The expert accountant has 
a Bcettamed that for certainly the past 
ten years, and how much longer we 
don't know, he has been systematic- 
ally robbing the sacred treasury of the 
society " 


Mr White would not say who the 


members of the society were to whom 
Mr. Newbold is alleged to have con- 
fessed, nor would he produce the letter 
wirtcti he said had been received from 
Mr Newbold. 


Rev. 
A. B. Kinsolving, of Brooklyn, 


who has been appointed secretary pro 
tern, was present while Mr White 
made his statement. At its conclusion 
he said: 
"Please put down Eev. A. B. Km- 


solving, who has been appointed sec- 
retary pro tern , as believing the above 
statement absolutely."

The Hog Supply. 


National Stockman: The various es- 


:imates in regard to the hog supply have 
nearly all placed the number of hogs in 
the country very close to that of a year 
ago. None have increased the number 
over two or three per cent,, while the 
report of the agricultural department at 
Washington gives a decrease of 1,040,782 
lead. 
According to the government 


report the number of hogs in the coun- 
try January 1,1894, was smaller than a1 
the same date in any year since 1880, 
with but one exception, that of 1883. 


The recent liberal supplies of hogs are 


calculated to make those interested in 
this branch of the live stock business 
lose faith in the different estimates ol 
the supply in farmers' hands. These 
heavy runs have been the more surpris- 
ing because some faith has been put in 
the estimated number of hogs in the 
country. With a short corn crop and 
many other large packing points to draw 
from the hog supply it seems that grave 
errors had been -made somewhere when 
the estimates were made up. 


The unfavorable impression in regard 


to government estimates will no doubl 
be strergthened by the errors made in 
the report on the number of hogs in 
farmers' hands. As examples of care 
lessness or negligence in making this re- 
port might be mentioned the fact thai 
itgives exactly the same number oJ 
hogs on January 1,1894, in six different 
states. In some of the states no change 
whatever has been made for three 
years. There seems to be a discrepancy 
somewhere, and from present indica- 
tions the actual supply of hogs will far 
exceed any of the estimates of supplies 
sent out.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The cruiser 


Bennington, in obedience to telegraphic 
orders from the navy department, left 
Acapulco for San Francisco, it is ex- 
plained, in order to have her leak con- 
densers overhauled and to have her 
hull cleaned and painted, the vessel 
not having been docked since Septem- 
ber 18, and the regulations requiring 
all steel ships to be docked every six 
months. 


The return of the vessel at this time 


when it is possible that other vessels 
may be needed at Panama at any mo- 
ment occasioned some surprise among 
naval officers, many of whom ex- 
pressed the opinion that her sudden 
departure is not unconnected with the 
sailing of the British cruiser Nymph 
from San Diego for Honolulu. It is 
now well known that the flagship 
Philadelphia, now alone protecting 
American interests at Honolulu, has 
not been docked for a long time and is 
probably in much more need of clean- 
ing than the Bennington. 


This is what probably caused her to 


make such poor time when she went 
to the islands. 


It is certain that Honolulu will not 


be left without an American war ship 
in the next few months, and it is 
thought the Bennington is going to the 
Philadelphia's relief. 


The new cruiser Olympia, which was 


commissioned February 5, is at Marc 
Island getting ready for sea. She has 
been designated as Admiral Beardslee's 
flagship after April 1, and it is a ques- 
tion whether she will go ont to Hono- 
lulu at that time to join the admiral or 
wait for him to reach San Francisco in 
the Philadelphia. There is a possibil- 
ity that both the Olympia and the Ben- 
nington will succeed the Philadelphia 
in guarding the islands. 


ALARM IN MEXICO 


Over the Currency Situation in the United 


States.

So Hew Light on ttoe Singular Sui- 


cide of the Liveryman. 


The inquest on the body of L. H. 


McKinnie was held to-day at the home 
of the deceased by Coroner Bendure. 
But few witnesses were examined. It 


told that Mr. McKinnie had last 


been seen alive Wednesday morning at 
about 8 o'clock, when he left his home 
to go up town. He did not come to din- 
ner or supper, and did not come home 
that night. Search was instituted for 
him at once, without success, and Thurs- 
day it was continued until about 3 p. 
m, when a nephew and a son of the de- 
ceased found the lifeless body in the 
haymow of the livery barn. In his right 
hand was a revolver and in his brain 
was a 32-calibre bullet. That told the 
awful story. It was a case of suicide, 
nothing more, nothing less, and all the 
living could do was to take charge of 
the body and prepare for the funeral. 
The widow and the two sons are greatly 
distressed over the affair, and neither can 
explain what prompted McKinnie to take 
his own life. He was apparently in 
the best of spirits Tuesday night when 
he was laughing and joking with his son 
Charles, and there was then no thought 
of trouble of any character. But it was 
Mr. McKinnie's habit all through life to 
keep his business affairs to himself. He 
came to Decatur a few years ago from 
the vicinity of Blue Mound, where he 
had sold a farm for 17,000. He engaged 
at once in the livery business in Deca- 
tur. The talk is that he was very much 
disappointed when Mr. Baker returned 
from Assumption and resumed the 
livery business on the same corner. He 
probably grieved in silence over the 
matter. This disappointment and poor 
business are given as the only probable 
cause for the euicide. Mr. McKinnie 
had about $35 in cash on his person 
when found, besides some accounts for 
livery hire.

THE HAYVARD TRIAL 


Mr. Erwin Continues His Speech 


for the Defense. 


i LABORED EFFORT BEFORE THE JURY, 


Which Indicates that the Attorney Has 


Little Faith in the Outcome of the 


Case—Again Rebuked by 


the Judge.. 


Murt'EAFOLis, Minn., March 8.—Mr. 


Erwin resumed his address for the de- 
iense in the Hayward trial yesterday: 


"What will you do with Blixt's in- 


credibly unreliable testimony? You 
will place no credence in it. If your 
minds have become morbid the time 
has come to throw it oil and judge 
this ca.ie in common and courageously. 
I want to call your attention to mat- 
ters of importance which the county 
attorney passed over with a simple 
wave of his hand. 1 am now endeav- 
ing to aid you in determining whether 
the testimony of Blixt is incredible or 
not. C laus Bl ixt not only con trad icted 
himseli and has been contradicted by 
others, but has given on the stand tes- 
timony of an utterly careless charac- 
ter." 


Again the attorney turned to the 


first statement, showing the contradic- 
tions of several points, scoring Blixt 
•gain and again. "I go over these 
things not to spur you to act; I do not 
doubt as to what your action will be," 
declared the attorney, "but I read 
them l»fore these people that they 
may see why you render such a ver- 
dict; so that they may see why you 
cannot accept this testimony. This is a 
case wherein it is admitted that Claus 
Blixt tilone committed that murder, 
and the other side charge that Claus 
Blixt with an unknown did the crime. 
I ''Cannot you see the danger of per- 
mitting Adry and Blixt to take you or 
me or Harry Hayward at their own 
sweet will and make us the mover or 
originator of acts of murder? These 
two men who have attempted to lay 
on to Harry Hayward the authorship 
of this crime, they must be held to be 
corroborated or you must not believe 
them. In defiance of the principles of 
the grand jury Adry and Blixt have 
entereu into collusion to place this 
crime jpon Harry Hayward, and the 
grand jury has violated its principles 
and said to these men that if you, by 
your testimony, can convict Harry 
Hayward, you shall receive clemency 
and an innocent man shall hanpf. 


"Do not let this self-confessed mur- 


derer a ad this self-confessed accessory 
of the < rime before the fact shift the 
responsibility of their guilt unless 
they carry credibility by their wit- 
nesses." 


Then he reviewed the testimony of 


Sergeant Getvhell as to the position in 
which the murdered woman's body 
must have lain, judging from the 
wheel tracks of the patrol wagon and 
the bufgy, after the body had been 
taken eway. 


Next producing the 
bundle of 


clothes, Mr. Erwin attempted to spring 
a ghastly humor by remarking: "I 
fear that in selecting this, sealskin 
E&ck first, I have betrayed my feminine 
instincts." The point, however, was 
wholly unappreciated by the specta- 
tors who rather looked horrified at 
such ati attempt at wit amidst such 
solemn 
surroundings and 
circum- 


stances. 


Mrs. Naegle's testimony as to hear- 


ing the two shots and the scream was 
characterized as but the slightest evi- 
dence c f a delicate, sensitive, refined 
voman 


"I mint to call your attention," said 


Erwin in the clo&ins hours of his ad- 
dress j estcrciay afternoon, "to the ex- 
act similitude of Adry's and lilixt's 
evidem e—word 
for 
word almost. 


Blixt says Harry came to him in Sep- 
tember and Harry says in November, 
to kill a woman for §2,000. Why did 
Adry place it in 
November? He 


•wanted to ascribe another motive to 
Harry. That's why." 


The testimony of both that Harry 


had spoke of killing Crapples was com- 
mented on and characterized as mon- 
strous. The testimony of both, rela- 
tive to the killing of three others, was 
taken up and shown to be hard to 
countei act if it were not so silly.

J do no", thank the counsel, either, for 
saying that the court was angry." 


"I be.; your honor's pardon," said 


Erwin, "I did not mean it in that way. 
I meant that your honor was appar- 
ently perplexed and annoyed." 


The copies of the letters' on which 
"Blixt had laid his libelous hand" 
•were sought for and read. 
Erwin 


called it a profound libel of Kittie 
Ging for Blixt to say that Harry or- 
dered him to writ* them. The speaker 
would come to Harry's suspicions later. 


Erwiu aaid to the court that he 


would not finish last night, but would 
try and finish in an hour this morning. 
The court amid: 


"If yon begin then, it will be all day 
•gain." 


Krwla was so exhausted that al- 
thoof b the jury was willing to wait an 


hour, court was adjourned till 9 o'clock 
this morning, and Mr. Erwin agreed to 
finish in an hour.

Wednesday afternoon a Mrs. Walbridge 
called on the chief of police and said 
that she believed her daughter, wife 
of Hoffman, had been murdered and 
the body mutilated by the butcher. 
They had been married five years, 
but had quarreled frequently of late, 
owing to it having become known that 
the supposed S-year^old son of Mrs. 
Walbridge was in reality a son of her 
daughter before she married Hoffman. 
About a month ago Mrs. Hoffman dis- 
appeared, and her mother has sought 
in vain to get Hoffman to give her any 
information as to her whereabouts. 


In an interview yesterday, Hoffman 


said his wife left in a temper and went 
to New York on February S. He said 
he intended to leave in a few days for 
San Francisco, where he says he has a 
sister, or else for New York. Mrs. 
Walbridge says that Hoffman once 
threatened to chop his wife up with a 
cleaver. Detectives are 
watching 


Hoffman's place of business to see 
that he does not leave town until the 
mystery is cleared up. 


CIVIL SERVICE RULES 


Amended with the Approval or the Presi- 


dent. 


WASHINGTON, March 
8.—Further 


amendments have been made in the 
civil service rules, with the approval 
of the president. One of the amend- 
ments gives the commission authority 
to reject the application of an appli- 
cant who has been guilty of infamous 
or of notoriously disgraceful conduct. 
Prior to this amendment the commis- 
sion only had the power to refuse cer- 
tifications in such cases. 


Age limitations have been prescribed 


for the new classes brought within the 
classified service by the recent exten- 
sion. These limits are for messenger 
or assistant messenger, not under 18; 
for page or messenger boy not under 
14 nor over 18 years of age. A proviso 
has been added which authorizes 
transfers from one department in 
Washington to another without exam- 
ination.

And See if the Charges Against Chicago 


No. 2 Wheat Is Sustained. 


CHICAGO, March 8.—President Baker 


of the board of trade, acting- under au- 
thority of the directors, will to-day 
appoint five members of the board of 
trade, who are grain experts, to in- 
spect all the stocks of wheat in Chi- 


j cago elevators and furnish the trade 
with official information relative to its 
condition. The object is to discover 
if there is any basis for the general re- 
pqrts that much of the No. 2 winter 
wheat is below grade, the New York 
trade having discriminated against 
Chicago No. 2.

of all her adventures. Like the consti- 
tution of the 
United States, after 


which she was named, she has with- 
stood every danger that threatened, 
and is a fitting type of the ship of state. 


Of course, during her seventy-five 


yearsof active service the "Constitution" 
often needed to be repaired. But al- 
though the material in her has been 
often replaced, she always continued 
the same ship, just as the human body 
is the same body of the same person, 
though its substance is constantly 
changing. In 1830 it was decided that 
the good frigate "Constitution" would 
hardly warrant the cost of repairs, es- 
pecially when the nature of mod- 
ern naval warfare was considered 
She was therefore condemned, and was 
about to be broken up when Oliver 
Wendell Holmes' famous ode appeared, 
beginning: "Ay, tear her tattered en- 
sign down." The poet shamed congress, 
and it was decided to repair once more 
the old warship. 
She took several 


cruises after that, and once carried a 
load of wheat to the starving poor of 
Ireland. 
On that voyage she went 


ashore, and being old, there was every 
reason why she should have left her 
bones on the coast; but, with her usual 
good luck, the "Constitution" got off 
without serious damage and returned 
to her native land. 


But a day came at last when no 


further repairs would avail, and a gov- 
ernment, which pays little for senti- 
ment, would spend nothing to keep up 
a ship which had contributed so much 
to the glory of our ship builders, of our 
brave seamen, and of onr starry flag. 
The "Constitution," leaky and dis- 
mantled, was lying at the Brooklyn 
navy yard, aw&iting her doom. Happily 
the government again relented ip 
her favor. 
It was. decided that she 


should not be broken up. 
As long as 


her old timbers would hold togethei 
she should be allowed to float, but not 
with her trim masts and spars, as if 
still a living monument of our naval 
pride. No; they would not break her 
up, but they would send her into an ob- 
scure exile, where few could see her

Shocking Fate of Miss Josie Hopp 


tit the Sanitarium. 


'Canght In the Electric Elevator—Violated 


Orders—The Inquest and Verdict, 


The Walston Sanitarium on East 


North street last evening at 6:30 o'clock 
was the scene of a shocking accidental 
death, due largely to the curiosity or 
ignorance of Miss Josie Hopp, a cham- 
ber maid who had entered the establish- 
ment on Wednesdaj, and had hardly 
become familiar with the halls or rooms, 
and knew absolutely nothing about run 
ning the elevator. She was told the day 
she was employed not to go near the 
elevator, which is automatic in its oper 
ation as to the control of the doors. 
It 


runs from the basement to the top floor, 
and is operated by electricity, the five- 
horse 
power 
being 
supplied 
by 


the Decatur Electric Power company. 
The elevator was put in mainly for 
the accommodation of the patients re- 
ceiving treatment at the sanitarium, and 
many know how to operate it with 
safety. It appears that while Mr. Perry, 
in charge of the sanitarium, and most of 
the patients were at supper m the base- 
ment, Miss Hopp through curiosity, or 
possibly with the belief that she could 
manage the elevator, apprc ashed the 
shaft, and pulling the wire rope started 
the cage up from below. 
It is the ac- 


cepted theory that she stood at the open- 
ing leaning over to watch the cage come 
up. 
In that position she was caught at 


the breast and carried upward quickly 
against the ceiling where she was 
crushed to death in a moment. 
She 


made no cry. It was instant death for 
her. The body served as a wedge, and 
thecage was stopped. Ira Hall, a patient, 
first discovered 
what had happened 


and he gave the alarm. Drs. R. L. and 
Bain Walston came and Coroner Bendure 
was summoned as soon as it was known 
that the girl was dead. Extreme diffi- 
culty was experienced in removing the 
boJy. Part of the wall had to be cut 
out, and then the elevator dropped, 
catching itself by automatic attach- 
ments. First an attempt was made to 
pull the elevator down, the poor girl s 
hands being attached to ropes to catch 
her in case the elevator could be moved, 
but the effort was a failure. It took 
nearly two hours' hard work to remove 
the body, when it was taken to Under- 
taker Bullard's rooms where the inquest 
was held to-day. 


THE INQUEST. 


Dr. E. B. Walston testified: Live in 


Decatur; am a practicing physician and 
one of the surgeons in charge of the 
Walston Sanitarium; was in the op- 
erating room about 6:30 last evening 
and 
heard one of 
the boys call, 


Run 
and 
call Dr. Bain." I ran 


out in the hall, by that time the 
boys were running up the stairway, and 
I followed them. I caught up with them 
on third floor, and they said the cham- 
bermaid was caught in the elevator. I 
looked intb the elevator entrance and 
saw about half her body hanging down. 
I then went up to the fourth floor and 
found the elevator between the third 
and fourth floors. The woman's head 
and shoulders were on the elevator and 
her feet hanging down. She was wedged 
in between the elevator and the wall or 
side of shaft. I examined her and found 
she was dead. I notified the coroner and 
sent a telegram to the postmaster at 
Emery to notify her friends of her death. 
She only came to work at the sanitarium 
on Wednesday. 
She had been in- 


structed not to use the elevator. 


Ira Hall testified: 
My home is at 


Custer, 111. 
1 am a patient at the 


Walston sanitarium. I was lying in my 
room on the fourth floor in bed, and 
heard a noise at the elevator shaft, at 
about 6:30 o'clock last evening. Thought 
the elevator had fa I lee and ran and 
looked out and down at it between the 
third and fourth floors. It was dark 
ind I could not see. 
I got down on my 


tiands and knees and reaching down I felt 
tier hair. I then ran down to the ground 
floor and met one of the boys and told 
iim about it. We then all ran back up 
stairs. Some one lit the gas and we saw 
;he girl In the elevator. The position of 
ler body as described by Dr. Walston is 
correct. The girl was dead.
